“Usarpation Will Not Be Tolerated.”
From the Nation,

According to Mr. Johnson's dootrine of the
status of the Btates lately in Rebollion, they
ecoupy townrds him precisely the same relation
as Massachusetts or New York. The only im-
portant difference between their politieal condi-
tion and that of these States lies In the fact that
while Massachusctts and New York are repre-
sented In Congress, thoy nre not; but their right
to be so represented s perfect. I thelr repre-
spentatives do not ocoupy their placea In the
Capitol, it is simply owing to an abuse of power on
the part of the majority, It is true that by some
theory of Mr. Johnson’s, the nature of which we
have never understood, and which nelther he
nor Mr. Seward has ever thought necessary to
be explained to the publie, he, the President,
ptill posscsees the power ol smspending the
habeas corpus, or rather of keeping it sus
pended, and ot exerciving 88 much or as little of
the arbitrary suthority which this gives him, ns
he |lalna-o-'_i. But while claiming tull diseretion
in the matter, lie has of late wade some parade
ol retasing to intertore in State goncorns at the
Bouth, He bus scolded Congross soverely for
sooking to exercise such interlercnce lor any
purpose, however laadable, and has paintod in
glowing colors the duneer of not sllowiug States
10 munage their own affairs o their own way,
no matter what present meonvenience or suffiep.
ing this abstinence may entml on mdividuals,
In et i he benot at this moment the grogt
champion of Sthte independence, what Is he?
whnt other poliical principle does he represent ?

This being the cnse, most people will have
rend with surprise his telegram to Governor
Wellg, of Louisiansa, taking him to task tor call-
ing together the Convention of 1864 (lovernor
Weils, be it remembered, according to ths
theory, Mr. John=on's pertinacions wdvocucy of
which is at this moment convulsing the nation,
is responsible tor s pets, whether otficial or
non-officinl, only to the people of Lowmsinna,
The inauiry from the President why he calld a
Gonvenlion s either an lmpertinence or w pri-
vate commuonieation from Mr. Andrew Johnson,
of Tennessee, which thie Governor is at liberly
o answer or nol, a8 he pleases. 1t the
Governor be legally empowered to sum
mon o Convention to revize the Stute Coustitu-
tion, the Genersl Governmont bas, sccording
to Mr. John=on's medsage, no more rieht to

of arbitrary power, and of restoring the relgn of
law—beeause law, whethoer just or unjust, wise
or foolleh, is, from the taot that it isa written
and known, immessurably superior to the arbi-
trary decrees of even A good and grost man.
We ot least have no gubstitute tor iy, and oan
find none, and cannot return to its shelter one
miuute too soan.

We cannot trust ourselves to speak of this
transaction as it desorves, or as we feel, boonuse
we nre anxious to avold, at & crisis of suoh
gravity, even the appearance of exaggeration
or of violence nf lan iage. But we think Mr,
Johnson may be m.-ﬂ' assured that, to use his
own words, such usurpations s those of which
he Is now ruilty will not much longer be ““tole.
rated.” We shall not submit either to the
dominion of “illegal eonventions” or of blood-
thirety mobs; but neither of them is one whit
more obnoxious or more dangerous than the
dominion of & man who displavs; a8 he has done
i this last affair, a2 moch contempt for the
moral and religious feeling ol the country as he

hns alvendy displayed for the authority of its |

legislnture.
